As y o u p ro bably kno w, the fe­ 
male o f the human sp ecies ap ­ 
p arently enjo y s a marked advant­ 
age o ver the male in suscep tibility 
to heart attack—at least until she 
is well p ast childbearing. The 
female sex ho rmo nes (estro gens) 
ex ert a p ro tective influence. 
At 45 to 50, fo r ex amp le, heart 
attacks are five times mo re co m­ 
mo n amo ng men than amo ng 
their wives. In the 30-50 age 
bracket, eight times mo re men 
than wo men die o f heart attacks 
and under 40 the ratio is 24 to 1. 
Striking Co ntrast 
We had an even mo re striking 
co ntrast o n a lo cal scale: In a 
gro up erf 100 heart p atients under 
40 studied in a single y ear (1954)

But, a s with Mr. Wilson, the 
e motiona liz e d pe rsona l involve me nt wa s cle a r. So wa s the contra c­ 
tion of the e ntire gove rnme nt into a single a uthority in the minds 
of both Pre side nts. 
Pre vious e x pe rie nce in life provide s no re a l guide line 's for the 
Pre side ncy, but Woodrow Wilson showe d a fe w tha t Mr. Johnson 
should not follow.

Exercises Are 
Designed to 
Strengthen Feet, 


Walking and standing pro perly 
help av oid many foot, leg and 
back disorders that seem to af­ 
flict so many . Poor walking hab­ 
its can be corrected according to 
Dr. William M. Scholl, au thority 
on foot health, who lists the 
following ex ercises to combat 
fatigu e and strengthen feet and 
ankles. 
Walk arou nd tiptoe on bare 
feet and stretch u p. 
In bare feet, pick u p marbles 
or a pencil with the toes. 
After bathing, stand on the end 
of a bath towel and rake in the 
rest of it with the toes. 
In walking keep toes straight 
ahead. As y ou take each step and 
pu t y ou r foot down, weight shou ld 
come down on the heel and then 
the ball of the foot. Pu sh off 
from the toes. Av oid a jarring, 
flat-footed step. 
Try to dev elop 
a walking 
rhy thm, with springy steps and 
then go at it with a steady , easy 
pace. When walking on an u p­ 
grade or u pstairs, take two short 
breaths, 
then 
forcibly 
ex pel. 
You ’ll tire less q u ickly . 
Stand properly . Point one foot 
forward toward the person to 
whom y ou are talking. Bring the 
other foot behind it at a 45-de­ 
gree angle with the heel of the 
foot in front against the instep 
of the one in back. Rest weight 
on ball of back foot. 
To stand comfortably for long 
periods, stand with toes pointed 
straight ahead and with feet two 
to fou r inches apart. Alway s se­ 
lect shoes with comfortable heel 
height, with snu g heel and instep 
and half-inch longer than y ou r 
foot.

Sturdy Outpost 
The Cai Sao outpost had been 
completed a few months before 
by the South Viet Nam govern­ 
ment, with the help of American 
funds and building m aterials, to 
protect this key rice growing

from being overrun by the Viet 
Cong. It had sturdy, four-foot 
thick walls, and was manned by 
a weii - trained, well-equipped 
popular force platoon. The little 
barbed-w’ire enclosed fort was

against guerrilla attack. Rut it 
had trouble keeping a platoon 
leader. 


The first was Le’s father-in- i 
law, who had fought the Japa-j 
I nese, the French and the Com-1 
jm unists.

in Saigon to put together a via­ 
ble political system throughout 
the country. A m an who submits 


himself for public office, wheth­ 
er as platoon leader in the little 
outpost on the banks of the Cai 
Sao Canal or as province chief 
of Quang Due, is a m an m arked 
for m urder. 


Courage Needed 
Among South Viet N am ’s 15,- 
715,000 population, 
hard-lining, 
pro-Ho Chi Minh Communists 
probably num ber less than 200,- 
000. Yet to stand up against 
them, in print, at a school desk, 
in a pulpit, requires extraordi­ 
nary courage. 


The outpost at Phu Thanh — 
had a happy ending — at least 
so far. 


Proud of his new rank of cor­ 
poral, Platoon Leader Le Van 
Tien sent his answ er to the 
Communist 
cadre 
that 
sam e 
night. 
“ Kidnap my wife, she is a girl j 
and is w eak,” he told them . 
“ Kill my m other and father. 
They are old and cannot fight. It 
is not so im portant that they go 
on living. But my friends are 
young and strong and willing to 
fight.

These o pera tio ns a re included in Mo dem Ma th fo r the purpo se 
o f cla rify ing a nd reinfo rcing the student’s understa nding o f these 
a rithmetic o pera tio ns. The child will a pprecia te the versa tility a nd 
simplicity o f o ur metho ds a fter wo rking with these different num­ 
era ls. 
Ca rry ing, a s used in a dditio n, will be better a pprecia ted by the 
student when he understa nds tha t he is no t ca rry ing 1 o r 2 but 
ra ther 10 o r 20, The zero is no t necessa ry beca use o f the pla ce 
va lue o f the co lumn to which it is ca rried. Bo rro wing in subtra c­ 
tion is simila rly illumina ted when the student is a wa re o f the fa ct 
tha t he is no t bo rro wing t but is bo rro wing the ba se.
